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Charity chiefs say redundancies cannot be ruled out

JOBS are under threat at a 
care home in West Bromwich 
after the charity that runs it 
said it must axe services to 
save money. 

The Kaleidoscope Plus Group said 
it could not rule out redundancies 
at the Nicholl Grange Care Home in 
Nicholls Street and at its two sup¬ 
ported housing schemes as it plans to 
restructure services. 

Office staff at its Hawthorns House base in 
Halfords Lane could also be affected. 

The mental health charity, formerly known 
as Sandwell Mind, said it had been hit hard by 
cuts to government funding and as a result had 
been forced to look at ways of reducing costs. 
Bosses are currently in discussions with staff 
about the future of the charity. 

They said they hoped staff who are affected 
could be moved elsewhere within the operation 
but that redundancies would have to be consid¬ 
ered. Kaleidoscope Plus employs more than 100 
people in the Black Country. 

Chief executive Monica Shafaq said: “I can 
confirm The Kaleidoscope Plus Group is cur¬ 
rently consulting staff regarding the restruc¬ 
turing of our services including those at our 
Nicholl Grange Care Home. 

Examine 

“We are channelling all our efforts into how 
we can potentially redeploy any affected staff 
to our other services although at this stage we 
cannot rule out potential redundancies. Over 
the last two years the third sector has been 
hit hard by funding cuts and unfortunately we 
have not been immune to these and therefore 
we have had to examine the current structure 
of the organisation. 

“With all this in mind, we have to closely 
scrutinise the structure of the charity and how 
we need to operate in the future to ensure we 
are able to thrive and prosper. 

The Nicholl Grange Care Home looks after 
14 residents and charges up to £600 a week for 
care. The charity also offers sheltered accom¬ 
modation in South Road, Smethwick, and Park- 
side Place, Hill Top, West Bromwich. 

The current crisis at Kaleidoscope is a far 
cry from two years ago when the charity was 
awarded £50,000 from the Government to run 
a scheme encouraging people suffering with 
mental health difficulties to begin volunteering.

RESCUE DRAMA AS M-WAY WORKER TAKEN ILL 
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Ambulance crews help rescue a highways engineer who suffered a muscle spasm while working 30ft off the ground in Ray Hall Lane, Great Barr 


AN engineer had to be rescued from a pre¬ 
carious position after he was taken ill while 
working 30ft off the ground on a major mo¬ 
torway renovation project. 

The worker became stuck and was una¬ 
ble to move when he suffered painful back 
spasms while working on the M6 project. 

The rescue bid took more than two hours 
to complete before he was able to be taken to 
hospital for a check up. Firefighters and par¬ 
amedics were involved in the dramatic rescue 
of the man from a platform underneath the 
elevated section of the M6 and M5 at Great 
Barr. West Midlands Ambulance Service re¬ 
vealed images showcasing the difficulties of 
Tuesday’s rescue bid at the construction site 
off Ray Hall Lane. 


He was moved from one platform onto an¬ 
other and then placed onto a ‘cherry picker’ 
machine which then lowered him to the 
ground. Major roadworks have been under 
way for weeks, taking place on the M6 junc¬ 
tion eight which links with the M5. 

Scaffolding has been erected underneath 
the southbound section of the motorway as 
part of ongoing works at the site. 

Emergency services were called out at 
around 11.50 am to help the man in the pre¬ 
carious position. The worker, a man aged in 
his 40s who has not been named, had bent 
down to pick up a nail, officials said. But as he 
bent down he suffered a muscle spasm in his 
back that was ‘excruciatingly painful’. 

As he was stuck on the platform high over 


the ground specialist rescue teams had to be 
brought in to help. Technical rescue teams 
from West Midlands Fire Service and the 
Hazardous Area Response Team at West Mid¬ 
lands Ambulance service were called. 

Ambulance service spokesman Murray 
MacGregor said: “As if being unable to move 
wasn’t bad enough, the man was on a plat¬ 
form almost 10 metres [33ft] off the ground. 

“The initial crew used a stair case to get up 
to the man and started to provide pain relief.” 

“The man was then taken to Sandwell Hos¬ 
pital for further treatment. 

“This was an excellent example of close 
working between the two specialist teams 
that allowed a patient to be rescued from a 
precarious position,” he said.

Matt Colloby, from developers Wil¬ 
liam DavisLimited said: “The Lime Gar¬ 
dens development is a classic example of 
collaborative working, the whole project 
team focussed on the ultimate goal of 
delivering this quality scheme, on time 
and within budget, everyone involved 
should be very proud of their achieve¬ 
ments.” 

It’s the third development of its kind 
in Dudley by Midland Heart following 
similar schemes on the Russells Hall es¬ 
tate and in Coseley. 


More staff sought 

to take on utc roles 

MORE staff are being recruited 
for the £10 million Health Futures 
UTC in West Bromwich as work 
moves closer to completion. 

The complex in High Street which 
will offer courses for 600 students is 
due to open in September. 

A new principal, Robert Fell, has been 
appointed to run the college. Now bosses 
are recruiting more senior staff including a 
subject lead for science along with science, 
business and ICT teachers. 

Project leaders said the work was pro¬ 
gressing well ready for the UTC, which will 
be a centre of excellence for those looking 
for careers in healthcare, to be completed 
by September. 

As part of around 5,400 sq m of new, pur¬ 
pose-built teaching space, the building will 
feature specialist science laboratories and 
studios. 

There will also be simulation suites in¬ 
cluding a mock-hospital ward, computing 
studios, classrooms, a lecture theatre, a 
gym, dining room and cafe, and kitchen 
and hygiene facilities. 

The site of the new college, formerly 
housed the nine-storey Sandwell College 
block which was demolished in 2013 to 
make way for new development. 

The UTC is sponsored by the University 
of Wolverhampton, the West Midlands Am¬ 
bulance Service, the Midcounties Co-oper¬ 
ative Pharmacy, among 23 employer and 
educational partners including NHS Foun¬ 
dation Trusts in the Black Country and 
Birmingham. 

The Health Futures UTC aims to ad¬ 
dress shortage issues that are experienced 
by employers for technician and graduate 
entrants to careers in health and health 
sciences. 

Aimed at 14-19 year-olds it will have a 
strong focus on science and healthcare 
but cover a range of traditional subjects at 
GSCE and A-Level as well as practical and 
technical qualifications. 

Students will be able to study for a vari¬ 
ety of healthcare careers such as nursing, 
paramedic services, radiography, pathol¬ 
ogy, physiotherapy and pharmacy. 

Mr Fell said: “We are partnered with 
a huge range of employers who will lend 
their expertise, facilities and time to make 
sure our students are best placed to be 
their future employees.”

Thief jailed 
as woman 
was forced 
out of car 

A THIEF has been jailed after forc¬ 
ing an 84-year-old woman from her 
daughter’s car before stealing the 
family’s Ford. 

Leon Wright was captured and 
eventually admitted his crime after 
he was named as the prime suspect 
following the theft in July last year. 

Wright, aged 32, preyed on his el¬ 
derly victim as the mother and daugh¬ 
ter pulled up outside the Post Office 
at Heathway Shopping Centre, Bir¬ 
mingham on July 21 last year. 

The 61-year-old daughter ran in¬ 
side at lunchtime to collect the pen¬ 
sion for her elderly, disabled mother, 
who waited inside the ‘14’ plate Ford 
Focus. 

Just as she got inside the shop 
Wright ran up to the unlocked car 
and jumped into the driver’s seat and 
made the elderly woman get out of the 
vehicle. Seeing what was happening, 
the daughter ran to try and intervene 
but had to jump out of the way as 
Wright sped off from the scene. 

Wright, of Pear Tree Road, Shard 
End, was arrested in Birmingham 
city centre on suspicion of robbery 
on October 9. He was sentenced to 
30 months in prison at Birmingham 
Crown Court on April 24. 

Dc Bevis Johnson said: “Wright’s 
actions left the elderly woman and her 
daughter extremely distressed - but 
thankfully unharmed. The mother 
was very upset, shaking and went ex¬ 
tremely weak, to such an extent that 
members of the public had to go and 
help the pair at the roadside as they 
waited for emergency services.” 

Speeding lies man 
gets six months 

A MAN has been jailed for six months 
and lost his driving licence after evad¬ 
ing speeding tickets three times in 
two years. 

Sumon Miah first struck in June 
2012 when he denied being the driver 
of his grey BMW that was clocked 
going 38mph in a 30mph zone in New 
John Street West in West Bromwich. 

A month later the prosecution 
forms were returned to police claim¬ 
ing that a Mr Ahmed, of Parliament 
Street, had been the driver. 

New forms were sent to Mr 
Ahmed’s address but the prosecution 
drew a blank when no further trace of 
the supposed driver was found. It was 
a similar story in September 2013, 
when Miah again was caught on the 
Black Country New Road in Wednes- 
bury doing 52mph in a 40mph zone. 

A year later, Miah was clocked for a 
third time driving over the speed limit 
on the same road. 

None of the three prosecutions 
could be progressed when incorrect or 
insufficient information was received 
about the supposed ‘real’ drivers. 
Miah, aged 31, of Lodge Road, West 
Bromwich, admitted three counts of 
perverting the course of justice and 
speeding offences at Birmingham 
Crown Court. 


Neighbour’s shock as grenade found

ALAN Greasley unearthed far 
more than he bargained for while 
working on a neighbour’s garden 
in the Black Country. 

The 53-year-old was busy digging 
up the soil when all of a sudden his 
shovel struck an object - which 
turned out to be a live hand gre¬ 
nade from the Second World War. 
But rather than panic and run a 
mile, the 53-year-old called police 
and then calmly picked up the gre¬ 
nade and showed it to a neighbour, 
not realising it was live. 

However police were on the 
scene in Rowley Regis just minutes 
later, followed by a bomb disposal 
unit who cordoned off the house. 


Mr Greasley, who had been help¬ 
ing a neighbour in Newhall Road 
sort out his garden following prob¬ 
lems with a fence that was leaning 
into the property next door, said he 
was shocked by the discovery but 
never imagined the grenade would 
be live. He said he struck the object 
with his shovel as he dug about 2ft 
down into the soil. 

Removing the layers of soil, he 
lifted out what turned out to be 
a No. 36 military grenade with 
its pin still intact, which was a 
standard issue weapon for British 
soldiers serving in the First and 
Second World Wars. The grenade 
is more commonly known as the 


Mills Bomb and the device Mr 
Greasley found still had the pin 
attached, although it was heavily 
corroded. He added: “The pin itself 
was corroded. It could have gone 
off, but I just thought ‘it is only a 
grenade’ so I left it on the ground 
and called the police.” 

In fact Mr Greasley, who was 
working with Mark Billingham, 
21, showed Mark’s mother Julie 
the grenade after he called the po¬ 
lice. She said: “He came round to 
our house with the grenade in his 
hand. I could not believe it.” 

Army spokesman Nick Pritchard 
said the bomb disposal team was 
on site for 20 minutes. 


Child abuse similar to 
Rotherham in region 


CHILDREN in Sandwell are being 
sexually exploited, with gangs simi¬ 
lar to those in Rotherham operating 
in the Black Country, says a police 
report. 

The heavily-redacted findings reveal 
there are ‘significant similarities’ be¬ 
tween child sex abuse here and the scan¬ 
dal in Yorkshire. 

In Sandwell, Tipton, Smethwick and Rowley 
Regis are highlighted as ‘hotspot’ areas. 

The findings are revealed in a West Midlands 
Police report entitled Child Sexual Exploita¬ 
tion, which was produced in October last year 
but has only now been made public. 

It is marked as ‘restricted’ and large sections 
of information have been redacted - blacked 
out. An entire section under ‘Locations of Note’ 
has been redacted in the Sandwell report. 

The scale of the problem across the Black 
Country is not clear because police and coun¬ 
cils aren’t doing enough to dig out information. 

The report reveals that organised gangs, 
typically of Asian origin, are targeting victims 
at children’s homes and schools. They are also 
using hotels and parks for sick ‘house parties’ 
to abuse youngsters. 

Information 

It found that victims are usually, but not al¬ 
ways, white females aged 13-16 and a total of 
1 210 children or young people were sexually 
exploited or at risk of sexual exploitation in the 
West Midlands in the first six months of 2014 

But council bosses don’t know how many 
children are being abused and some of the in¬ 
formation needed to identify abuse is ‘non-ex¬ 
istent’. 

All the Black Country councils have come 
under fire for not sharing enough information 
about potential victims. The 125-page report 
was released by West Midlands Police after a 
Freedom of Information request. But lots of de¬ 
tails remain redacted.lt reveals that between 
January and June last year, 210 children were 
identified by councils as having been ‘sexually 
exploited or at risk of sexual exploitation’. Po¬ 
lice said it was ‘difficult’ to say how many were 
being abused, or at risk of being abused. 

Most shockingly of all, the report compares 
the situation to that seen in Rotherham, where 
at least 1,400 youngsters were sexually ex¬ 
ploited by gangs between 1997 and 2013.

The Stourbridge Folk 
Festival was cancelled last 
year, but will now return 
at new venue Katie Fitzger¬ 
ald’s pub. Among the head¬ 
line acts is the town’s own 
singer-songwriter Sunjay 
Brayne. 

Sunjay, who runs the 
Stourbridge Folk Club, has 
established himself as a 
respected singer and blues 
man and recently finished a 
national tour with Steeleye 
Span. Organiser Eddy Mor¬ 
ton, said: “This is the second 
festival but it is the second 
in three years. The first one 
we did was at the Red House 
Glass Cone in Wordsley and 
we had Nizlopi and Nick 
Harper. 

“It is great to be bringing 
it back this year.” 

The festival, which runs 
from May 20 to 24, kicks off 
with world folk band Rana- 
gri and Mr Morton.

Det Con Tom 
Keady said: “From CCTV inquiries in 
the area, we’ve identified a man we’d 
like to talk to about what happened, 
which is being treated as a sexual as¬ 
sault.”

BUSINESSES were evacu¬ 
ated, residents warned to 
stay indoors and roads were 
closed as a huge fire swept 
through a plastics factory. 

Flames engulfed Teknor Apex 
in Oldbury with plumes of smoke 
seen from 12 miles away. 

Dozens of firefighters were at the 
scene from 1.20pm after the initial 
calls came in to emergency services. 

In total 29 staff at the company, 
based in Tat Bank Road, were evac¬ 
uated from the site, none of whom 
were hurt. Three businesses were 
evacuated as was a nearby school. 
Residents were urged to stay in- 
oors and close windows. 

Police and ambulance were also 
called to the scene, as was the Envi¬ 
ronment Agency, which was called in 
to assess the area. 

Police officers wore dust masks to 
protect themselves from the acrid 
smoke billowing from the building. 

Destroyed 

Residents and workers spoke of the 
chaos as the blaze took hold. Brian 
Cole, aged 46, who works at BJ Com¬ 
mercials, off Popes Lane, was among 
those caught up the drama as emer¬ 
gency services arrived. 

“It was all within minutes,” he 
said. “The flames destroyed the 
building.” 

A worker at IDI Composites, based 
in nearby Popes Lane, who did not 
want to be named, said: “It was be¬ 
cause of the amount of smoke, they 
were concerned about it possibly 
spreading. It was very thick, acrid 
smoke. I heard cracking and banging, 
it sounded like butane gas bottles.” 

Crews were initially called at 
around 1.20pm to the scene as resi¬ 
dents took to social media with pic¬ 
tures of smoke rising over homes and 
businesses. With the acrid smoke 
quickly streets police were forced to 


close off Tat Bank Road and warn 
motorists to take care. 

After eight crews totalling around 
50 firefighters initially attended, the 
full scale of the fire began to emerge. 
Soon more teams of firefighters were 
sent to the scene alongside special¬ 
ist units from West Midlands Am¬ 
bulance Service used to working in 
hazardous areas. Within two hours 
13 fire engines were on site with two 


smaller brigade response vehicles 
and a unit brought in to pump water 
in from a nearby canal. 

Two hydraulic aerial platforms 
were brought in as the fire was 
brought under control to fire water 
over the factory building. Firefight¬ 
ers on high were able to see the dev¬ 
astation caused as the roof collapsed. 

Blackened corrugated roof panels 
had fallen inside the walls of the fac¬ 


tory building which suffered signifi¬ 
cant damage. 

West Midlands Ambulance Service 
said members of the Hazardous Area 
Response Team attended to the scale 
of the blaze. 

Spokesman Steve Parry, said: 
“Thankfully, no-one was reported in¬ 
jured as a result of the fire. However, 
as the fire took hold the local commu¬ 
nity were advised to stay indoors.” 


Ex-officer 
gets jail for 
his role in 
drugs ring 

A FORMER West Midlands Police of¬ 
ficer has been jailed for his role in a 
drugs ring. Mark Turner was one of 
three men who were given jail sen¬ 
tences at Birmingham Crown Court. 

More than four kilogrammes of co¬ 
caine worth £712,000 was recovered 
from the men, which they had hidden 
in a house, in a car boot and in their 
clothing. 

Police also seized more than 
£120,000 in cash from cars and houses 
belonging to the men, believed to have 
been as the result of their criminality. 

Turner, aged 30, of Pytman Drive, 
Sutton Coldfield was jailed for eight 
years. Richard Sattar, 32, of Olton, 
Birmingham, was sentenced to eight 
years and three months, while Dale 
Catley, 35, from Minworth, near Sut¬ 
ton Coldfield, was sentenced to five 
years and three months. 

The trio had previously pleaded 
guilty to conspiracy to supply drugs. 

Former officer Turner was sacked 
by the force in 2009 for a separate 
offence of misconduct in a public of¬ 
fice, after he passed information from 
police computers to convicted fraud¬ 
sters. 

The court heard how he was found 
with a kilogramme of drugs under his 
top after his black Audi was pulled 
over by police. 

More drugs were recovered from 
the car’s centre console. 

Plain clothes officers also found two 
kilogrammes of coaine and £80,000 
in cash in the boot of Catley’s BMW 
after observing a drugs exchange be¬ 
tween him and Sattar. 

VE Day events to 
mark milestone 

SANDWELL is to mark Victory in 
Europe Day and commemorate the 
70th anniversary of the end of the 
Second World War in Europe. 

The borough is joining a national 
chain of more than 200 beacons being 
lit to mark the day, using the special 
gas-fuelled beacon produced for VE 
Day this year with a unique burner 
head in the shape of a V for victory. 

Sandwell Mayor Councillor Derek 
Rowley will light a beacon on the Row- 
ley Hills tomorrow, Friday, at 9.32pm 
which people will be able to see from 
miles around. 

Then on Sunday a commemorative 
service is planned. The Mayor will join 
members of the Royal British Legion 
at the War Memorial in Oldbury Civic 
Square at 10.30am. For more infor¬

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£lm boost 
for centre 
set for July 
in scheme 

A SCHEME aimed at generating 
more than £lmillion to fund improve¬ 
ments in West Bromwich town centre 
will get underway on July 1, it has 
been announced. 

West Bromwich will become a Busi¬ 
ness Improvement District (BID) 
after traders agreed to pay extra tax 
which will be invested in the town. 

Bosses say the extra funding will 
aim to fill empty shops, improve town 
centre cleaning and signage, stage 
more events and encourage more peo¬ 
ple to shop in the town. 

Cash will be spent on a new market¬ 
ing campaign and town centre website 
in an effort to boost the town centre’s 
fortunes. A total of £1.25 million will 
be generated from the creation of the 
scheme, which begins on July 1, with 
around 400 businesses paying up to 
£5,000 as part of the agreement. 

The rate will be dependant on 
the size of their premises, although 
Sandwell Council said some of the 
smallest firms would not have to part 
with any cash at all. 

Speaking about the BID, Mel 
Glasby, chairmain of the Town Centre 
Management Partnership, said: “This 
is great news for West Bromwich. The 
BID will ensure the town centre is a 
great place to do business..” 

Plans for the BID were drawn up 
following a consultation with town 
centre businesses during the past 
year. 

It is regarded as the latest boost for 
West Bromwich town centre, which 
has undergone significant regenera¬ 
tion in recent years. 


Flights to Iceland 
are set to double 

ICELAND’S airline is to double the 
number of flights between Birming¬ 
ham and Reykjavik next year after 
the success of the new service, which 
was only launched in February. 

Icelandair said it would increase 
services from two flights a week to 
four from February, operating each 
Tuesday and Saturday in addition to 
the current Monday and Thursday 
flights. 

Paul Kehoe, chief executive at Bir¬ 
mingham Airport said: “Icelandair 
launched their Birmingham-Reykja- 
vik service in February and it has 
gone from strength to strength in that 
short time. It’s great to see the airline 
respond to passenger demand for this 
service by increasing the number of 
flights.”

SCHOOL pupils are hoping to do 
their bit to make the Black Country 
Festival even bigger this summer. 

Organisers are aiming for more suc¬ 
cess when the event returns in July 
following its launch last year. 

Thousands of people got behind the 
festival last summer as flags hung 
from windows across the Black Coun¬ 
try and around 1,000 events took 
place which were attended by more 
than 100,000 visitors. Now young¬ 
sters are getting involved, with pupils 
from nine schools being made Black 
Country Champions. They have been 


tasked with coming up with ideas to 
improve the festival, which could in¬ 
clude creating artwork and songs and 
writing poetry and short stories. 

Children from Peter’s Hill, Dingle 
and St Joseph’s RC primary schools, 
Earls, Ridgewood, Crestwood and 
Kingswinford high schools and the 
Brier and Rosewood schools have all 
been selected to take part. 

Dudley Council and festival organ¬ 
isers were keen to get more schools 
involved with planning this year’s 
event. Steve Edwards, chairman of 
the Black Country Festival commu¬ 


nity group, said: “We know we can’t 
stand still and we want this year to 
offer even more.” 

Following massive success last year, 
organisers now want to spread the 
Black Country love beyond Dudley 
and Sandwell and include more peo¬ 
ple in Wolverhampton and Walsall. 

Black Country Festival runs 
throughout July and August. The 
main event is being held in Stone 
Street, Dudley on July 11. Black 
Country Day on July 14 is supported 
by four councils - Dudley, Wolver¬ 
hampton, Sandwell and Walsall. 


Astle Day marred by 
flare which hit fan 


A BAGGIES fan suffered burns to 
his neck when he was hit by a flare 
thrown by an away supporter on 
Jeff Astle Day. 

Leicester City fan Frazer Green had a 
court order banning him from all Foxes 
games but had managed to get into The 
Hawthorns. 

The incident on April 11 sparked anger be¬ 
tween the rival supporters on the special day in 
honour of the Albion legend but the police were 
able to keep them apart. 

Green, of Flax Road, Leicester, threw the 
flare and it hit Baggies fan Ian Topliss on the 
back of the head before it fell into his hood 
caused minor burns to the back of his neck. He 
was left with a blister the size of a 1 Op coin 

Appearing at Sandwell Magistrates Court, 
20-year-old Green admitted possessing and 
throwing the missile, failing to comply with his 
banning order and assaulting Mr Topliss. 

Mr Mark Cooper, prosecuting, said the whole 
thing was captured on CCTV at the ground. 
The footage showed Green, whose banning 
order was imposed in 2013 and runs until June 
next year, light the blue flare and throw it at 
the Albion fans. 

Mr Cooper told the court that, in an bid to 
avoid being detained, Green then moved seat 
and put on a jacket to cover the distinctive 
T-shirt he was wearing. 

But police identified and arrested him dur¬ 
ing the match. Mr Topliss was taken to the 
ground’s medical suite. Mr Cooper added: 
“During the police interview Mr Green made a 
full and frank admission. 

“He said in his interview he had bought the 
ticket for the game as a last minute decision 
from a friend. He travelled to Birmingham and 
went to a pub in the city centre where he had 
four of five pints of cider. He told police he was 
feeling tipsy. He made his way to the ground 
knowing he was breaching his order. 

“He said he was passed the flare by another 
fan and then he quite stupidly threw it towards 
the West Bromwich Albion fans.” 

Mr Cooper added that when Green was told 
Mr Topliss had been injured by the flare he 
became upset. Miss Anjuli Shergill, defend¬ 
ing, said her client did not dispute the cir¬ 
cumstances of the incident as outlined by Mr 
Cooper in court. 

Green was released on unconditional bail. He 
will return to Sandwell Magistrates Court on 
JVIay29Jorj>entencing^^^^^^^^^^^^ 


First World War hero is recalled

THE memory of the first soldier 
from a Black Country town to be 
killed during the First World War 
has been preserved after a film 
group presented a framed photo¬ 
graph of him to a sports club. 

The Midland Film and Art 
group provided the committee of 
Cradley Sports and Social Club 
with the photo of Joseph Tranter, 
who was a founding member of 
the former Liberal Club in Colley 
Lane, Cradley. 


Mr Tranter was also the first 
man to die during the war while 
he was a reservist with the South 
Wales Borderers. 

He was among the first to be 
called up to serve when war broke 
out with Germany. Within the 
very first weeks, he died in action 
during a bayonet skirmish on 
September 26, 1914 at Vendresse, 
France and has no known grave. 

In his honour an enlarged pho¬ 
tograph of himself, enclosed in a 


gold mount and oak frame with 
the inscription ‘Died for King and 
Country’ was hung in the club’s 
premises on April 13. 

However, following a leaking 
roof at the club, the memorial had 
been severely water damaged and 
Midland Film and Art stepped in 
with an offer to recreate the pho¬ 
tograph in a new frame as part of 
the Cradley Memorials Heritage 
Project, which has received Her¬ 
itage Lottery funding.

Medics have a HART 
for taste of adventure 


Black Country-based elite 
paramedics used an adventure 
centre to prepare for the worst. 

JAMES FISHER tagged along 


IT looked like a full blown disaster 
area, but skilled medics were just 
carrying out vital training. 

The niche team of Black Country para¬ 
medics, who are called on to treat people 
stuck in difficult places, have been busy 
honing their skills at an outdoor adven¬ 
ture centre near Bridgnorth. 

Live The Adventure, in Stottesdon, played 
host to the annual training of the West Mid¬ 
lands Hazardous Area Response Team, known 
as HART, by opening its doors free of charge. 

The team of six were underground at the 
centre after their instructors set up an emer¬ 
gency disaster scenario where someone need¬ 
ing medical attention had become stuck in the 
confined tunnel system. 

The team had to monitor the safety of the 
situation, get in and locate the person before 
carefully extracting them to safety. 

Collapse 

Team leader Carl Cooper said: “We are par¬ 
amedics who are trained in urban search and 
rescue and reaching and treating people in 
confined spaces. 

“So if someone is stuck in a tunnel or sewer 
or there is a structural collapse and they need 
emergency medical attention, we can take the 
care to them. 

“We have to work together to monitor the 
environment and extricate them. 

“Thursday was an annual update for us so 
that if it happens for real, we know we can get 
into those hazardous environments and deal 
with it.” 

Mr Cooper said Live The Adventure was 
the ideal venue to set up the confined tunnel 
rescue and the free use of its facilities was a 
generous offer. 

“It’s a great venue and their confined tunnel 
system has a large void where we will be able

to access the patient and give treatment,” he 
said. 

“The staff have been so accommodating in 
helping us to set this up. 

“They recognise the importance of this sort 
of training and to let us use their facilities for 
free is very generous.” 

Anthony Eddies-Davies, who runs centre, 


said he was happy to let HART use the facili¬ 
ties for their training. 

“We know how vital it is to know exactly 
what to do in life-saving situations,” he said. 

“We run a range of professional training 
programmes for emergency services and de¬ 
fence personnel across the country and we un¬ 
derstand how important it is to regularly stage

How much more cash do they need to throw 
at this motorway? I for one do not put any 
faith in a motorway with a non-running 
hard shoulder, very nice in bright weather, 
not so good in rain or dark conditions.

To me the hard shoulder is and should be 
for emergency only, not running vehicles. 

The money spent so far on upgrading this 
particular piece of motorway going through 
Junctions 8, 9, 10, 11, together with the 


proposed £65m could have built M6-2 as op¬ 
posed to HS2. Why not try to do a deal with 
the owners of the toll road; surely £65m 
would be welcome in their coffers? A large 
problem is the M5/M6 junction, the M5 
should have been routed to join M6 north of 
Stafford where the traffic thins out a little. 

It just goes to show when viewing the 
hold-ups and congestion the economy is 
booming and the best way to send goods is 
by road transport, regardless.

MORE than 200 jobs face being axed at Sandwell’s hospital 
trust during the next 12 months to slash more than £16 mil¬ 
lion from the wage bill. 

It’s the next phase of wider plans by Sandwell and West Birmingham 
Hospitals Trust to cut around 1,400 posts over five years. Bosses are 
looking to scrap 205 ‘whole time equivalent’ positions by March 2016 
- but say around 260 workers are expected to be affected by the move.

Protection of 
pub may be 
under threat 

CAMPAIGNERS fear the decision to 
give a Cradley Heath pub protection 
against developers may be overturned 
after an internal review was granted. 

The Haden Cross in Halesowen 
Road has been listed by Sandwell 
Council as an Asset of Community 
Value. It followed a bid by a friends 
group, which was set up to safeguard 
the future of the pub and fight plans 
to build a Co-Operative store on its 
car park. 

Last month Sandwell Council plan¬ 
ning officers rejected the convenience 
store and agreed to list the pub as an 
ACV. But pub owner, Jersey-based 
property developer New River Retail, 
has requested an internal review of 
the decision. 

Friends group chairman Tim Has- 
key said the group was disappointed 
by the decision. He added a provi¬ 
sional date of May 14 had been set for 
the hearing. 


it’s hoped that a ‘significant’ number 
of the posts can be cut by redeploying 
staff or not recruiting to vacant roles. 

The hospital trust, which runs 
Sandwell Hospital and City Hospital, 
has already redeployed 150 workers to 
other roles since first announcing its 
wider plans last year. 

Despite looking at reducing its pay 
bill, the hospital trust has vowed to 
continue investing in more A&E con¬ 
sultants and nurses. 

A report by chief executive Toby 
Lewis, which went before directors of 
the trust’s board, says: “A statutory 
consultation process will commence 
for affected staff groups. Circa 260 
staff will be affected by the changes 
proposed. A significant amount of 
posts will be released through the 
disestablishment of vacant posts and 
re-deployment. ” 

The report says the plans will re¬ 
duce the trust’s pay costs by £16. lm. 

It comes after NHS inspectors 
declared that Sandwell and West 
Birmingham Hospitals NHS Trust re¬ 
quires improvement. 

A&E, medical care, surgery and chil¬ 
dren and young people’s services also 
required improvement, the Care Qual¬ 
ity Commission report found. 

Critical care and end of life care 
were rated as ‘good’, but outpatient 
services were rated as ‘inadequate’.

Health site 
future to be 
decided on 

THE future of a proposed £9 million 
health centre for Wednesbury will be 
revealed soon. 

Sandwell councillor Bob Lloyd, who 
represents Wednesbury South, said he 
has been told by NHS England plan¬ 
ners that the health body does intend 
to build the new health centre in the 
town and says he expects more detail 
to follow the general election. 

He said more information is needed 
about where the surgery will be sited 
and what services it will offer, though 
Mr Lloyd said the plan was for the 
facility to offer some hospital services 
when the new Midland Metropolitan 
Hospital opens. 

He said the 670-bed hospital would 
be smaller than the existing Sandwell 
and Birmingham City hospitals and 
the plan was for more services to be 
taken on by local health centres, in¬ 
cluding the new surgery at Wednes¬ 
bury, which is set to also incorporate 
the Mailing Health and Spires Health 
Centre. He added: “My fear would 
be that Sandwell and City hospitals 
close, Midland Metropolitan opens 
and facilities in Wednesbury are un¬ 
able to cope.” 

In 2013, Sandwell Council’s plan¬ 
ning committee unanimously voted to 
grant planning approval for a health 
centre in High Bullen. 

Long-running homes 
plan revived for town

submitted nearly a decade ago, have 
moved a step closer to reality. 

Developers have revealed detailed 
proposals for homes set to be built on 
land of Bannister Street.

MORE than 17,000 extra patients have regis¬ 
tered with GPs in and around Sandwell in the 
past two years.

A LANDMARK clock will be ren¬ 
ovated by specialists before it re¬ 
turns to take pride of place in the 
heart of Bearwood. 

The Bearwood Clock was moved 
last week from Birmingham city 
centre to head off to Derby for res¬ 
toration and repair work. 

Restoration will be completed 
ahead of it returning to its historic 
home of Bearwood later this year. 

The familiar landmark had stood 
outside the Kings Head pub in 
Bearwood since 1900. But it was 
moved in 1971 to make way for road 
widening and for the last few dec¬ 
ades has stood in a shopping mall in 
Birmingham city centre. 

Sandwell Councillor Bob Piper 
said: “It is pretty good news really. I 
think it will be quite a focal point at 


the top of Bearwood Road by Hagley 
Road and of course it is the old clock 
that used to be there in 1900.” 

A £2 million scheme to improve 
the safety and appearance of Bear¬ 
wood Road and Cape Hill has al¬ 
ready got under way. 

Funding for the project was ear¬ 
marked from Sandwell Council’s 
revenue surplus. 

The first phase involves pedes¬ 
trian crossings and lighting being 
upgraded. 

Pavements and street furniture 
along the route will also be im¬ 
proved. 

Council officials said preliminary 
work was already taking place along 
the route with the main work to 
take place in phases over the com¬ 
ing months.

A ROGUE shop owner found with nearly 700 
packs of fake and wrongly labelled cigarettes 
has been spared jail. 

Trading Standards officers found 671 illicit packs 
of cigarettes and 79 packets of rolling tobacco in two 
raids at Abby’s International Supermarket in High 


Street, West Bromwich. 

Appearing at Sandwell 
Magistrates Court, Saror Ali 
was given a suspended 12- 
week jail term and ordered 
to pay £2,779.20 in costs. 

At a previous hearing he 
had admitted 17 charges of 
offering to supply tobacco 
products without the re¬ 
quired health warning and 
five charges of possessing 
goods with a false trade¬ 
mark. Trading Standards 
officers first visited the 
store on September 30 last 
year accompanied by police 
officers and a sniffer dog, 
the court heard. 

Mrs Julia Lynch, prose¬ 
cuting on behalf of Sandwell 
Council, said they seized 486 
packs of cigarettes and 71 
packets of rolling tobacco in 
several locations including 
on the shelves, within a till, 
in a magnetic draw behind 
the counter and in a loft 
hatch above the toilet. Of-

ficers returned to the shop 
on November 12 to give 
Ali, who lives at the shop’s 
premises, a letter requiring 
him to attend an interview. 

Mrs Lynch said during 
this second visit a further 
185 packs of illicit cigarettes 
and eight packets of illicit 
rolling tobacco were found, 
again in multiple locations. 
Ali, aged 41, sold the pack¬ 
ets of rolling tobacco for £4 
and the packs of 20 ciga¬ 
rettes for £2.50. The shop 
has since had its licence to 
sell alcohol revoked. 

Ali was given two six week 
jail terms to run consecu¬ 
tively, both of which were 
suspended for 18 months. 
He was given a further 
six week sentence to run 
alongside the others, which 
was also suspended for 18 
months.

THE West Midlands Ambulance Ser¬ 
vice has been named as the best per¬ 
forming service in the country. 

Its paramedics responded to heart 
attack patients faster than anywhere 
else and control rooms staff were 
quickest to answer 999 calls. 

Only two services bettered its per¬ 
formance for reaching all other types 
of life-threatening emergencies. 

In the Department of Health fig¬ 
ures, the service also came second for 
the amount of time it took for a pa¬ 


tient-carrying vehicle to reach scenes 
of emergencies. Its performance across 
the board during 2014/15 could not be 
matched by any other service. 

The service’s chief executive An¬ 
thony Marsh said the results demon¬ 
strated the ‘incredibly hard work’ of 
ambulance staff. Figures showed the 
West Midlands Ambulance Service had 
beaten its target of reaching patients 
who were suffering heart attacks or se¬ 
vere breathing difficulties within eight 
minutes.

Closure plans for centre is 
labelled devastating blow

UNION leaders have described 
plans to close a huge distribution 
centre in Wednesbury, putting up to 
500 jobs at risk, as ‘devastating’. 

Dixons Carphone has unveiled a pro¬ 
posal to close its doors and relocate to 
Newark in Nottinghamshire. 

Bosses said staff would be offered jobs at the 
new site - more than 80 miles from the dis¬ 
tribution and repairs centre off Bilston Road. 

But the Communication Workers Union 
has spoken out against the proposals saying 
it’s ‘not realistic’ to expect people to relocate 
to Newark. Vicki Cornelius, branch secretary 
for Birmingham, Black Country and Worces¬ 
ter, said: “This is devastating news for every¬ 
one who works at the Wednesbury site and for 
the local community which is an area of high 
unemployment. 

Laughable 

“It’s not a huge surprise to workers but to 
get this news is just awful. 

“For the company to say that people can 
keep their jobs is laughable. 

“It’s simply not realistic for people to uproot 
their families and lives to move 90 miles away 
for a job which hardly pays well - would you do 
that for £17,000 a year? 

And it’s not clear if there’s financial sup¬ 
port or assistance being offered or redundancy 
packages either.” 

Bosses at the firm - which started life fol¬ 
lowing a merger between hi-tech retail giants 
Carphone Warehouse and Currys Pc World 
last year - insist it is just a proposal at this 
stage and no final decision has been made.

Firm’s help for 
lemurs leads to 
decade of wood 

A FIRM in Wednesbury is reaping the re¬ 
wards of its generous donation to Dudley 
Zoo, after it helped with the costs of set¬ 
ting up a habitat for lemurs a decade ago. 

Zoo chiefs were celebrating the 10th 
anniversary of its first walk-through ex¬ 
hibit Lemur Wood last week, and say that 
it would not have been possible without 
Rubery Owen Holdings Ltd’s contribu¬ 
tion towards the £38,000 costs. 

The one-acre paddock, where visitors 
come face-to-face with free-roaming le¬ 
murs, opened to the public in April 2005. 
Even now, it is still the most popular ex¬ 
hibit at the zoo. The facility is home to 
18 lemurs that can climb, run and jump 
around visitors. 

Since Lemur Wood opened, zoo staff 
have gone on to develop three more im¬ 
pressive walk-through exhibits - Monkey 
Tails, Wallaby Walkthrough and Penguin 
Bay. Zoo director Derek Grove, who led 
the team which designed and built the in¬ 
novative attraction, said: “Lemur Wood 
gives our visitors a unique close encoun¬ 
ter with many endangered species.” 

As well as using existing trees and 
undergrowth, more than 100 trees and 
300 shrubs were planted in 2005 and the 
wood is home to nine ring-tailed, four 
black and white ruffed, two black and 
three collared lemurs. 


Crossing in 
upgrade at 
crash site 

A PEDESTRIAN cross¬ 
ing where a woman was 
knocked down by a lorry 
and killed will have new 
signals to boost safety. 

Lorraine Sheridan, aged 
62, was knocked down by a 
lorry while using the puffin 
crossing in High Bullen, in 
Wednesbury, in 2014 and 
later died. 

An inquest heard she 
had crossed on a red man 
signal, but her family said 
the pedestrian signals could 
have been clearer if it was 
a pelican crossing. Unlike 
a puffin crossing, a pelican 
crossing has a signal from 
the opposite side of the 
road, facing the pedestrian. 

Now a new signal will be 
positioned on the crossing 
so it can be seen on the op¬ 
posite site of the carriage¬ 
way when people cross. 

Sandwell Council’s 
highways department con¬ 
firmed that work was due 
to have been completed by 
the end of this week.

Pupils Flip over to 
boost maths skills 


SCHOOLS in the Black Country 
have been trialling a special maths 
programme that enables teachers to 
monitor pupils’ progress online. 

The 24 schools across Dudley, 
Sandwell, Birmingham and Walsall 
have received £500,000 funding from 
the Education Endowment Founda¬ 
tion for the Maths Flip programme 
which is a two-year project working 
with pupils in years five and six to 
help them to improve their skills. 

The resource enables pupils to 
carry out pre-learning whereby 
their teacher posts a Powerpoint 
presentation to an online site and 
the children complete a task so the 
teacher can see how well they have 


done and adjust their classroom les¬ 
son to accommodate any extra learn¬ 
ing the pupil needs to complete. 

Jennifer Devaney, project man¬ 
ager at Shireland Collegiate Acad¬ 
emy in Smethwick, said the course 
replaced the traditional pen and 
paper method of doing homework 
and made it easier for tutors to keep 
track of pupils’ work. 

Kirsty Tonks, a project director, 
said: “With Maths Flip, we are re¬ 
ceiving a high amount of attention 
from around the country. The Edu¬ 
cational Endowment Foundation say 
it is the most successful project that 
they have granted money for for a 
school-based project.”

A £1.8 MILLION animal hospital which will 
treat thousands of sick and injured pets is 
taking shape in Oldbury as work continues. 

The People’s Dispensary for Sick Animals (PDSA) 
is building the centre on a site off Wolverhampton 
Road to replace its existing base in Quinton. 

Work began in January and now contractors are begin¬ 
ning to fit out the inside of the premises. 


There will be operating 
theatres, a critical care ward 
and the latest diagnostic 
and surgical equipment in¬ 
side. The project is expected 
to be completed next month 
when charity staff can move 
into their new base. 

Site manager Rob Toy 
said: “Work is on track for 
completion in the middle 
of June.” The centre will 
also act as a teaching hos¬ 
pital to develop the skills of 
graduate and specialist vets. 
There will also be a dental 
theatre and six consulting 
rooms as well as staff ac¬ 
commodation. 

A total of 20 full-time 
equivalent staff and clean¬ 
ers will be based at the 
practice. PDSA senior vet 
surgeon in Quinton, Ian 
Fleming, said: “The new 
hospital will provide us with 
advanced, modern facilities 
and a spacious environment 
to treat even more pets.” 

More than £lm has been 
raised to pay for the hos¬ 
pital, which will be called 
The Marian and Christina 
Ionescu Centre of Surgi¬ 
cal Excellence. Mr Marian 
Ionescu, a heart surgeon, 
and Dr Christina Ionescu, a 
cardiologist, are both animal

lovers and made a signifi¬ 
cant, but undisclosed, dona¬ 
tion to the project. Plans to 
build a new animal hospital 
in the borough have been in 
the pipeline since 2011. The 
existing centre on Hagley 
Road, Quinton, has become 
too small for the charity’s 
needs. 

PDSA’s team of vets and 
nurses in Quinton currently 
provide more than 90,000 
treatments a year and can 
see up to 190 patients every 
day. The new hospital will 
allow staff to increase these 
numbers by around 25 per 
cent to provide more than 
112,000 treatments annu¬ 
ally. The charity, set up in 
1917, provides free veter¬ 
inary care for those who 
cannot afford expensive vet 
fees. 

The charity is still appeal¬ 
ing for donations towards 
the new hospital in Quinton.

As an Intermediate Care Nurse, So¬ 
nia’s role is integral to the running of 
her service as her particular patients 
require a lot of specialist care and con¬ 
sideration. 

“I provide whatever my patients’ 
need and refer them to specialists such 
as speech and language therapists and 
dieticians and also ensure that our 
supplies are ordered and that we never 
run out of anything.” 

Her role at Leasowes hasn’t been 
her only role in the Trust. 

“I have worked within the trust 
since 1988 when I worked at the Dud¬ 
ley Road Hospital, which is now City 
Hospital, then moved onto Sandwell 
before coming to Leasowes, but I 
trained at Russell’s Hall Hospital.” 


Working in healthcare in the Bir¬ 
mingham area is definitely a family 
affair for Sonia as her sisters have 
worked in different hospitals in the 
area. 

“One of my sisters works at Heart¬ 
lands in the Endoscopy department 
and my other sister, who has retired 
now, was a HCA at the Queen Eliz¬ 
abeth Hospital after working in the 
Burns Unit at Sandwell.” 

Sonia has not come up against too 
many difficulties during her 27-year 
nursing career, thanks mostly to the 


care and compassion she has shown 
throughout the years. “I just love 
caring for and helping people” Sonia 
explained. 

“It may sound really simple, but 
there is no better feeling than seeing 
someone leave significantly improved 
from when they came in.” 

“We have had cases where we looked 
at a patient being brought in for reha¬ 
bilitation and we have thought it will 
be a big challenge and when they walk 
out it gives the whole team a great 
sense of pride.”

60 showroom jobs lost 
as Carcraft collapses 



The Wednesbury motor dealership Carcraft where 60 jobs have gone 

3D scanning breakthrough 


FIVE hundred jobs have been 
lost at used car supermarket 
chain Carcraft - including 
around 60 at its showroom in 
Wednesbury - as administra¬ 
tors were called in. 

Staff at the 13-acre Darlaston 
Road site were told last Thursday 
morning that the business was go¬ 
ing into administration. 

Administrators said the group, 
which sold more than 12,000 used 
vehicles a year, had been heavily loss 
making and had recorded losses of 
around £8m a year for a number of 
years. The firm - the UK’s seventh 
largest second hand dealership chain 
with 10 sites across the country - has 
now ceased trading and all 500 em¬ 
ployees have been informed and made 
redundant. 

All employees were paid last week 
for the month of April. Administrator 
Daniel Smith of Grant Thornton UK 
said: “With great regret a conclusion 
was reached that it is no longer viable 
to keep Carcraft in operation. In order 
to prevent further losses it has been 
agreed with management and credi¬ 
tors to cease operations.” 

The group’s finance arm, All In 
One Finance, which is regulated by 
the Financial Conduct Authority, is 
expected to be placed into administra¬ 
tion shortly, once FCA clearance has 
been obtained. Carcraft customers 
with Drive Happy Plans (DHP), a war¬ 
ranty, MOT, servicing and roadside 
assistance product will no longer be 
covered and all elements of the policy 
will not be fulfilled by Carcraft. 

“Carcraft will retain a skeleton staff 
to assist with the realisation of as¬ 
sets. “It is our intention to explore with 
an alternative provider whether they 
could provide the roadside assistance 
element of the DHP cover at a favour¬ 
able rate,” said Mr Smith. 

Carcraft, which was founded in 
1951, opened the Wednesbury site in 
2001 and it employed more than 200 
there at its peak. 


STATE of the art 3D scanning tech¬ 
nology pioneered by West Midlands 
Police has been hailed as a major 
breakthough in detective work after it 
helped put a Black Country murderer 
behind bars. 

Lorenzo Simon from Smethwick 
was sentenced to life in prison for the 
barbaric killing of housemate Michael 
Spalding whose body was chopped up 
and stuffed inside suitcases before 
being hurled into the Birmingham 
Canal. Detectives recovered part of the 
victim’s humerus from an oil drum in 


their garden - used as a furnace to de¬ 
stroy evidence — which the new tech¬ 
nology proved was a seamless fit with 
a limb found in the case, providing a 
vital link to the suspect. 

And the same 3D scanning tech¬ 
nique also proved laceration links 
between a saw recovered from the 
canal-bed and marks found on other 
bones from the suitcases. 

The University of Warwick’s re¬ 
search centre has helped to deploy it 
on four cases to date. These included 
three murder trials.

Located along Bursnips Road, Essington, 
on the main stretch of the A462, the eatery 
could not be more ideally placed for pass¬ 
ing trade and is perfect for diners travelling 
from the Wolverhampton, Bloxwich, Wal¬ 
sall and Cannock areas. 

A back-to-back winner of the best Mid¬ 
lands restaurant title while at Balti Nights, 
Nazrul has more than 15 years experience 
in the restaurant trade and is keen on

helping out good causes, too, with around 
£40,000 raised over the years for children’s 
charities and Acorns Hospice. 

“We worked hard for 15 years or so, so 
when we came here, a lot of people followed 
us,” said Nazrul. “I am honoured by the 
support shown by customers.” 

After buying the premises from Enter¬ 
prise Inns, Nazrul quickly set about trans¬ 
forming it into Silk Roots and around 90 
people turned out for its opening. The Old 
Mitre still stands, however, and serves tra¬ 
ditional pub fare. In fact, Nazrul is keen to 
bring back its glory days. 

“The Old Mitre had a good reputation 
and we want to bring that back,” he said. 

Tastefully decorated, Silk Roots caters 
for 160 diners, with corporate bookings and 
private parties accepted. Parking is plenti¬ 


ful, with spaces across the road in addition 
to the restaurant’s own car park. 

The restaurant can be accessed via the 
pub, and diners can sit with a drink while 
waiting for a table. Pub lunches are also 
served. 

Appetite 

My partner and I ventured on a midweek 
night and after a drink to whet the appe¬ 
tite, poppadums were the order of the day. 
This led to a novelty for me, as, while these 
came with the traditional dips, it is usually 
assumed one knows what these are. Here, 
staff took the time to explain what all these 
dips were - a pleasant, personal touch that 
only added to the experience. 

A mixed starter was dished up for us next, 
with lamb chops, kebabs and bhajis, which, 
while tasty, only served to fill us up before 
the mains arrived. We gave them a good go, 


though, and again there was an extensive 
offering. My own choice was Combination 
Number 9, or chicken mital and chikken 
tikka malay to give it its proper name. The 
medium dishes complemented each other 
well, while my partner’s option was the 
chicken passanda, creamy and served with 
ground almonds and pistachios. 

The beauty is, with the starters included, 
the meals alone would amount to just £20, 
so despite a bulging waistline, there’s not a 
big dent left in the bank balance. 

Alas, there was no room to choose from 
the dessert list that included apple pie and 
chocolate fudge cake. 

In the run-up to the restaurant’s first 
anniversary, diners can enjoy four courses 
from the a la carte menu for £9.95 on a Sun¬ 
day and a Monday. There is a takeaway and 
delivery service.

Revolutionary step for Audi 


Already at the forefront of 
diesel technology with its 
current production cars, 
Audi is claiming a revolu¬ 
tionary step towards car¬ 
bon-neutral cars after creat¬ 
ing a new type of diesel from 
water and carbon dioxide. 

Using renewable energy sourc¬ 
es such as wind, wave and solar 


power, the water is split into oxy¬ 
gen and hydrogen. 

The hydrogen is then mixed with 
carbon monoxide, harvested from car¬ 
bon dioxide in the atmosphere, and 
under high pressure and temperatures 
the two react to create crude. 

This can then be refined and mixed 
with conventional diesel or used on 
its own. According to test results, it is 
also more efficient than conventional 


diesel, with 70 per cent of its stored 
energy available. 

The fuel is being produced by Sun- 
fire in Dresden in collaboration with 
Audi, the only downside being that 
only 160 litres are being produced 
per day. However there are plans for a 
larger factory and once viable produc¬ 
tion levels have been achieved it could 
sell to the public for less than the cur¬ 
rent cost of regular diesel fuel.

Supercar 
thrills from 
hatchback

Feast your eyes on the ultimate 308. Peugeot 
has unveiled a stunning new version of the 
award-winning compact family hatchback 

- with a combined 500bhp and four-wheel 
drive. 

Badged the Peugeot 308 R HYbrid, it has been devel¬ 
oped by Peugeot Sport, the brand’s in-house engineering 
and racing division, which last year unveiled the critically 
acclaimed RCZ R. 

The car’s plug-in petrol hybrid powertrain pushes the 
boundaries of sporting prowess in the segment, offering 
an extraordinary performance. The car is capable of hitting 
62mph in four seconds, yet still has low C02 emissions of 
70g/km. “Peugeot Sport’s expertise applies an uncompro¬ 
mising approach to meeting targets. With our experience 
in hybrid vehicles developed with the Peugeot 908, the 
high-performance hybrid powertrain fitted to the 308 gives 
a glimpse of the potential for ultra-sports models in the fu¬ 
ture,” said Bruno Famin, director at Peugeot Sport. 

The contemporary style and sporting prowess of the 308 

- the Car of the Year 2014 - remain clearly visible. However, 
the 308 R HYbrid also re-imagines design cues explored on 
the Quartz concept, seen most recently at March’s Geneva 
Motor Show. It has front and rear tracks widened by 80mm 
and riding on 235/35 R19 tyres with front end styling that is 
dynamic and imposing. The grille features a chequered pat¬ 
tern which allows air to cool the 500hp powertrain. The side 
scoops are home to the sequential LED indicators, while the 
central scoop sports the 308 R HYbrid signature. 

Cloaked in an intense blue and developed using fluores¬ 
cent pigments and glass particles, this colour salutes both 
the hybrid powertrain and the shade historically reserved for 
French competition vehicles. On the rear doors, the blue is 
matched with a matte black, giving a new interpretation of 
the car’s clean lines. At the rear, the Peugeot 308 R HYbrid is 
understated, with a narrow spoiler at the top of the tailgate. 
The bumper’s twin air scoops help keep the battery tem¬ 
perature down by drawing out the hot air, whilst the lower 
section is embellished with a touch of white emphasising 
the car’s dynamic character. 

Dramatic 

Peugeot ‘i-Cockpit’ instrumentation means the interior is 
familiar, but that’s where similarities to the standard 308 end. 
Four individual sports seats create a dramatic interior which 
point to the sole aim of Peugeot 308 R HYbrid - world-class 
performance. The upper fittings and roof lining are slate grey 
and in sporting tradition, the cabin is finished with touches 
of red, with attention paid around the dials, steering wheel 
centre marker and central console. 

In a unique twist, the Peugeot 308 R HYbrid uses materi¬ 
als taken from the range, which the brand usually reserves 
for concept cars. Hence, the dashboard is covered in a fab¬ 
ric produced using a digital weaving technique. This inno¬ 
vative material can be used to produce large and complex 
parts that are soft to the touch with no need for foam, mak¬ 
ing for a lighter vehicle. 

The compact steering wheel, upholstered in perforated 
leather and bearing the ‘308 R HYbrid’ logo, allows for pre¬ 
cise positioning during cornering. The steering wheel pad¬ 
dles fall immediately to hand, giving the driver finger-tip con¬ 
trol over the six-speed gearbox. A head-up display provides 
all relevant driving information without the need to take your 
eyes off the road. Finally, the two buttons on the central 
console allow the driver to keep a check on the mechanics; 
the first activates the powerful powertrain, whilst the second 
gives access to four driving modes. 

At the heart of the Peugeot 308 R HYbrid is a technical 
innovation - a plug-in powertrain with four-wheel drive that 
develops 500hp. The unit combines three sources of power, 
each capable of moving the vehicle independently of the 
others. They are a four-cylinder 1.6-litre THP 270 S&S pet¬ 
rol engine, plus two electric motors - each with power of 
85kW/115hp - mounted one on each axle. The front one is 
linked to the six-speed gearbox. 

The result is a family hatchback which is capable of su¬ 
percar performance. The Peugeot 308 R HYbrid can hit 
62mph (lOOkm/h) from a standing start in only 4.0 seconds, 
with top speed electronically limited to 155mph. In spite of 
this performance, C02 emissions are just 70g/km. 

“If we were able to reach this kind of performance on a 
C-segment, it is all down to our passion for a challenge and 
our desire for excellence. Peugeot 308 R HYbrid is part of a 
very select club of cars reaching 0-62mph in four seconds” 
said Jean-Philippe Delaire, Peugeot Sport head of develop¬ 
ment, 308 R HYbrid powertrain. 

The Peugeot Sport engineers have equipped the car with 
four driving modes: Hot Lap mode is the most powerful and 
can reach a total of 500hp and maximum torque of 730Nm; 
Track mode delivers 400hp and 530Nm, mainly from the 
petrol engine and the rear electric motor; Road mode is spe¬ 
cially designed for road use with power of 300hp and torque 
of 400Nm; ZEV makes priority use of the rear electric motor. 
The front electric motor comes into play, depending on the 
pressure applied on the accelerator pedal. 

The all-wheel drive system of the 308 R HYbrid makes 
for formidable handling, especially when coming out of the 
corners.

TONY Pulis’s Hawthorns reign 
might just have its launchpad. 

For so long since his arrival on New 
Year’s Day, Pulis’ relationship with 
Baggies fans has felt like a marriage of 
convenience. 

But victory on one of world football’s grandest 
stages has finally given head coach and support¬ 
ers a joyful, shared experience over which they 
can bond. 

They might not have gone from uneasy bedfel¬ 
lows to bosom buddies quite yet.

Saturday’s win had 
very little in common with the one in September 
2013 - in fact the sense of joy at the final whistle 
was the only thing that felt the same. 

Yet while the win for Steve Clarke’s men was 
more thrilling, more shocking and more glorious, 
Saturday’s success was more important. 

Relegation 

Because from a position of feeling safe from 
relegation when they left for Manchester on Fri¬ 
day afternoon, the Baggies arrived at kick-off 
time on Saturday evening at Old Trafford with 
an horrendous sequence of results leaving their 
battle for survival back on. Thanks to brilliant 
organisation, an iron will and some tremendous 
performances, Pulis’s men pulled off a terrific tri¬ 
umph to move to their unlikely 40-point target 
with three games still to play. 

Boaz Myhill was the hero with a penalty save 
from Robin van Persie and more fantastic blocks 
late on. 

But the goalkeeper’s heroics merely typified 
the spirit of his team, who clearly revel in games 
when they have nothing to lose, even if they 
struggled to live with the pressure of expecta¬ 
tion when they were favourites against QPR and 
Leicester. 

There were brave blocks, timely tackles, im¬ 
portant headers and backs-to-the-wall brilliance 
that earned Pulis’s men the three points they 
deserved against a United side who dominated 
possession but had no answer to the resilience of 
their visitors. 

So while the latest win never touched the 


swashbuckling, slick heights of that memorable 
afternoon 19 months ago, it was equally hard- 
earned and just as merited. 

If Myhill set the tone with a series of important 
interventions, central defenders Gareth McAuley 
and Jonas Olsson followed his lead with strong, 
solid displays while, in front of the back four, 
Claudio Yacob and Darren Fletcher’s tireless 
efforts ensured United’s midfielders were never 
able to turn possession into a decisive weapon. 

And Saido Berahino, so often dismissed as a 
selfish, big-time Charlie, gave the home defend¬ 
ers a tough afternoon with a display of graft and 
tenacity that underlined his growing footballing 


maturity. Pulis, too, was one of the stars of the 
show despite never setting foot on the field. 

The Welshman has found it tough to win over 
Baggies supporters with the ultra-pragmatic ap¬ 
proach that has made his side hard to watch. 

And on 63 minutes a counter-attack brought 
Albion the opening and only goal. Darren Fletcher 
burst through the middle and was body-checked 
by Paddy McNair, earning the United defender 
a booking. 

And Brunt blasted the free-kick towards goal, 
with a huge deflection off Olsson’s calf taking the 
ball past a helpless De Gea. 

Myhill kept out van Persie’s spot-kick. 


Villa chew 
up Toffees 
with Benteke 

Villa 3 Everton 2 

CHRISTIAN Benteke’s brace inspired 
Aston Villa to a vital 3-2 victory over 
lacklustre Everton. 

The red-hot striker scored his ninth 
and 10th goals in eight games to ease 
Villa to a crucial win and maintain their 
cushion over the drop zone. 

Tom Cleverley added a third just after 
Romelu Lukaku’s penalty gave Everton 
hope of a comeback. 

Phil Jagielka pulled a goal back in in¬ 
jury time but Villa hung on for just their 
fourth home league win of the season. 

The hosts deserved their victory 
against the poor Toffees, who rarely 
showed the form which had seen them 
win five of their last six league games. 

Villa are two points above the Premier 
League bottom three but are now, im¬ 
portantly, above free-falling Newcastle 
on goal difference in 14th. 

Shay Given made his first top-flight 
start since August 2012 - when he played 
against Everton - after Brad Guzan was 
dropped following a shaky performance 
in the defeat at Manchester City. 

Charles N’Zogbia also replaced Carlos 
Sanchez while Everton brought in Kevin 
Mirallas and Steven Naismith. 

The Toffees were one of the form 
teams in the Premier League, having 
beaten Manchester United 3-0 last week, 
but Villa’s start made a mockery of their 
recent results. 

The tenacious hosts looked to cut 
through Everton early and grabbed a 
deserved lead after just 10 minutes. 

Benteke had threatened already, 
glancing a header wide, but this time he 
made it countwhen he powered in from 
Fabian Delph’s wonderful cross. 

N’Zogbia tested Tim Howard with a 
free-kick as Villa chased a second. 

FA defends Cup 
ticketing scheme 

THE FA has defended the allocation of 
FA Cup Final tickets after complaints 
from Villa and Arsenal fans. 

Both clubs will receive 25,000 tickets 
for the May 30 showpiece at Wembley’s 
90,000-seater stadium. 

The FA stressed it is important to 
reward members and volunteers of the 
‘football family,’ while stating 25,000 is 
the maximum number of tickets offered 
to any club since the first final at the 
new Wembley in 2007. A further 17,000 
tickets are on offer to members of Club 
Wembley, which is effectively a season 
ticket for the national stadium. 

More than 32,000 Villa fans watched 
their team beat Liverpool 2-1 in the 
semi-final at Wembley.
